Inthis cafe to Hx the ballance is, to entail 
mifery: But in the three formicr not to fix it is,to loofe the 
Government. Wherefore it being unlawfull in Turky, that 
any fhould poffefle Land but the Grand Signior, the ballance 
is fixed by the Law, and that Empire firm. Nor, thoughthe 
Kings often fell, was the Throne of Oceana known to (hake,un- 
till che'Statute of Alzenations broke the pillars, by giving way 
unto the Nobility to fell their Eftates, (Sz terra recedat, Fontum 
Ege franget mare.) Lacedemon while fhe held unto her di- ‘ 
vifion of Land made by Lycurgw, was immoveable, but break.

not of Men. But they mult not carry itfo, For, faith he, The page I10, 
liberty, whereof there is fo frequent and honourable menttonin the 
. Hyftortes and Philofophy of the. ancient Greeks and Romans, and the 
writings and Difconrfes of thcfe that from them bave recetved All 
_ their Learning tn the Politicks,ts not the kberty of particular men, 
— but the liberty of the Commen-wealth. He might as well have 
faid, that theEftates of particular men in a (ommoz-wealth, 
are not theriches of particular men, but the riches of the Com 
mon-wealth; tor equality of eftates caufeth equalicy of power, 
and equality of power is the /iéerty not oncly of the Common. 
wealth, but of every man. But fure a man would never be 
rhus irreverent with the greateft Authors, and pofitive againft 
all Antiquity, wichout fome certain demonftration of truth ; 
and,whatisic? Why, there i wrstten on the Turrets of the Csty 
of Luca t2 great Charatters at this day the word LIBERTAS, yet 
no mancan thence infer, that apartecular man bath more es or 
smmuntty fromthe feruice of the Common-weaith there, then tn Con- 
ftantinople. whether a Common-wealth be Afonarchical or Po 
bar, the freedom ts the fame. The Mountain hath brought forth, 
and wehavea little equivocation! For to fay, that a Luchefe 
hath no more liberty or immunity from the Laws of Luca, then 
a Turk hath from thofe of Conftantinople; and to fay that a 
Luchefe hath no morc liberty or immunity 4y the Lawes of 
Luca, then a Turk hath by thofe of Conftantinople, are pretty dif- 
ferent {peeches; the firft may be faid of all Governments alike, 
the fecond fcarfe of any two. much lefle of thefe, feeing it 
is known,that whercas the greateft Bafbaw is a Tenant as well 
of his head, as of his eftace, at the will of his Lord; the seaneft 
Lachefe that hath Land, is a frecholder of both, and not eo be

Gods look rtdtculoufly upon them without beards. Neverthe- 
leffe, if Paul reafoned with them, they loved news, for.which 
he was the more welcome; and ifhe converted *Dioryfius the 
Areopagtte, that is, One of the Sezators, there followed neither 
any hure unto him, nor loffe of honour to Dionyfius. And for - 
_ Rome, if Cscero in his moft excellent book, De xatura Deorum, 

_ overthrew the National Religion of that Commoz.-wealth, he was 
never the farther from being Conful, But there is a meanneffe

Lawes, if they ftand one way, and che 
ballance another, it is the cafe of a Government which of necef- 
fity muft benew modell’d ; wherefore the Lawyers advifing yout 
upon like occafions to fitthe Government unto their Lawes, 
are no morc to be regarded, then-your Taylor if he fhould de- 
fire you to fit your body unto his doublet; there is alfo danger 
in the plaufible t gees of reforming the Law except the Go- 
vernment be good, in which cafe it is a good tree, and bringeth 
not forth evil fruit; otherwife, if the Tree be evill, you can 
never reform the fruic; begin with reformation of the Gqvern~ 
ment by the Lawes, but firit begin with reformation of the Lawes 
by the Government.The beft rule as to the Lawes in general, is, 
thatthey be few.

Their Agrarian Lawes were {uch,whereby their Lands ought 
to have been divided among the people, either without men- 
tion of a Colonj,in which caic they were not obliged to change 
their abode 3 or with mention and upon condition of a Colony, | 
in which cafe they were to change their abode, and leaving 
the Ciry to plant themfelves upon the Lands foaffigned. The 


. Lands affigned, cr that ought to have been affigned iu cither of 


thefe wayes, were of three kinds. Such as were taken from 


the enemy and diftributed unto the peaple; ar fuch as were 


taken from the enemy, and under colour of being referved un- 
to the publick ufe, were by ftealth pofleffed by the Notsliry; 
or fuch as were bought with the publick Aoney to be diftribu- 
ted. Of the Lawes offer’d in thefe cafes, thofe which divided 
the Lands taken from the Enemy, or purchafed with the pub- 
lick money, never occafioned any difpute; but fuch as drove 
at difpoflefling the Nobzlsty of their Ufurpations, and dividing ~. 
the common purchafe of the {word among the people, were never. 
touched but they caufed Earthquakes, nor could ever be ob- 
tained by the people; or being obtained, be obferved by thes

firmely fer,not upon private but the pablick intcreft, not upon 
his pofterity but upon his Country, may juftly cndeavour to 
get the foveraigne power into his own hands; northall any man 
that is mafter ofreafon blame fuch extraordinary meanes as

the conftitution of a well ordered Common-wealth. The reafon 
of this isdemonftrable;for the ordinary meanes not failing, the 
Common-wealth hath honced ofa Legs/lator ; but the ordinary 
meanes failing, there is na recourfe to be had bur to {uch as are 
extraordinary.

The Lacedemonians were in the manner, aid for the fame 
caufe with theVenetians at this'day,qo other than Nobility, even 
according to the definition given of Nobility by Machiarsly 
- for they neither exercifed any Trade, nor Jabour’d their Lands 
or Lots, which was done by their Heloss; wherefore fome 
Nobility may be far from pernicious in a Common-wealth, 
by Machtausl’s own teftimony, who is an admirer of this

Provincial Leagues were of different extention; according 


~wnto the Merit and Capacity of a conquered people , but of 


one kinde, fot every Province was governed by Roman Magi- 
{trates,as a Prator or aConfwl , according to the dignity of the 
Province , for the Civil Adminiftration , and conduct of the

them that teach them better. Wherefore there was never 
{uch a thing as this invented, they doe verily believe that it 
is none other then the fame which they al ways had in their, 
very heads, if they could have but told how to bring it out : |
